York to Lower Canada. He died in 
1820, leaving a son named Joseph, 
whose name was known as Garibalde 
He was taken c} e of vy a priest 
who took him with him to Italy and 
educated him there. There, in accord 
a with the language of the country 
he as known as Guiseppe instead 
of Joseph, and was taught to. write 
his surname Garibaldi. It was claim 


ed by the newspaper already quoted 
that Garibaldi, at this time half a 
century corresponded regularly 
with his unc rancis Garibalde, 
of Sorel. Strange as it may appear, 
in view of the apparently well estab- 
lished fact of the Italian general hav- 
ing na native of Nice, and born 
of respectable and well-known parents 
the claim of L’Ordre was taken quite 
seriously by some people of the per- 
iod in question, who were perhaps 
not averse to believing in the Iroquois

SATISFACTORY 


AN IMPROVEMENT | IN CONDITION | 


OF THE RED MAN- 


Annual Report of the Department of 
Indian Affairs is this Year the 
Most Satisfactory Yet Issued—Only 
Province Showing a Decline is Brit- 
ish Columbia, Where Indians Re- 
sent Intrusions of White Men. 


Ottawa.—The report of the depart- 
ment of Inuian atfairs for the fiscal 
year ending March 31 last is out. It 
is the most satistactory yet issued by 
the department, snowing, a mild win- 
ter and the development of settlement 
in the west have made tuings much 
better for the aborigines. ‘ue only 
province which shows any moral de- 
cline, says the report, is British Co- 
lumbia, but this is due to the fact 
that it is the last of the Canadian 
west to feel the effects of white ‘‘civil- 
ization” in the districts | in which 
Indians are chiefly located. 

The entrance of railways with its 
accompanying influx of settlers into 
what the tribes have from time im- 
memorial regarded as their hunting 
grounds ani fishing stations, has 
created more especiaily on the north- 
west const and in the Naas and 
Scheent river districts, a feeling of 
unrest, which has been fanned into 
strengih by outside agitators actuated 
by motives somewhat dillicult of com- 
prehension. 

The Indians claim that under the 
old proclamation and in other ways 
their rights to the country until sur- 
rendered by them are recognized and 
assured, which reduces the issue to 
one between them and the provincial 
government. The whole matter is be. 
ing gone into by the dejartment of 
justice and the department is watch- 
ing the interests of the Indians in 
expectation of an early and peaceful 
solution of the difficulty. The In- 
dians are commencing to appreciate 
the advantages of attention to the 
white man’s modes of living and of 
agriculture, and the result is shown in 
inereased prosperity and comfort. The 
earning of the Indians in the year 
under review increased by over $85,- 
000,

that there are 
now in the Indian reserves of the 
country 110,597 Indians, as compared 
with 111,043 during the previous year, 
a net decrease of 446. There were 
2.499 Indian births during the year 
while there were but 2.102 deaths, 
leaving a net inerease of 397 in the 
aboriginal population. While the re- 
ports from the various reserves. still 
continue to tell of the ravages of aleo- 
hol among the Indigns, it is evident 
that the evil effects are less than they 
were and the prospects of the red 
man are correspondingly bright. 


STORM ON BRITISH COAST 
Coasts Lined with Wreckage—Already 
150 Persons Reported to 
Have Perished 


London.—The Trish and English 
coasts are lined with wreckage, and 
grave fears are felt that the hurricane, 
which is hourly inecreasng in violence 
will claim the largest death toll of Tee 
eent gales, Already 150 persons are 
reported to have perished. 

Many big vessels have either found. 
ered or been driven ashore, while 
numberless fishing smacks are miss- 
ing, and are believed to have sunk. 
Corpses are being washed ashore at 
numerous places, Sixteen passengers 
and sailors are known to have perish- 
ed in the foundering of the steamer 
Heathfield, whieh went down in the 
North Sea, while twenty are believed 
to have died on the steamer Cramford, 
missing from Hartlepool and thought 
to have sunk. 

Many small groups of fishing boats 
are reported missing from ports along 
the coast, and it is almost certain they 
have perished, for even large steamers

| ALBERTA CATTLE TRADE Goop 1 


|The Shipments ‘This Year Greater by | 
20,000 Than Those of 

| 1909 

Calgary.—‘‘Since January Ist, up to 

jthe present time, there has been over 

20,000 more head of live stock shipped 

out of Alberta than was the case dur- 


ing the same period last year,” says 
Mr. H. C. MeMullen, general live 
stock agent for the C. P. R. 


“jhough there was a decrease in the 
shipment for export in 1909, and 
though there will be a decrease this 
year compared with a few years ago, 
still the saipments from here to points 
on the Pacific coast and to Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal will more than 
offset the decrease in the export trade. 
The reason why the export trade has 
fallen off duriug the last year or so, 
‘is because the home consumption has 
rapidly increased, namely wt the coast 
and eastern points. Also the demand 
for butchers and feeding meets and 
live stock generally has increased to 
such an extent of late years that if it 
were not for the largely increased 
bulk of live stock raised in Alberta, 
it would be exceedingly hard to make 
shipments to outside points. 

“The shipment of hogs is the only 
shipment of live stock from Alberta 
to outside points that is on the de- 
crease. This is owing to the increased 
demand for pork and hams in the 
home province. The horses, cattle 
and sheep markets are quite in sym- 
pathy with one another, though the 
provincial demand for horses has in- 
creased of late years more than either 
sheep or cattle.” 


LORD STRATHCONA HONORED 


Cementing Relations Between Canada 
and the German 
People 

London.—Lord Strathcona and Dr. 
and Hon, Mrs. Havard are among the 
sufferers from the French railway 
strike. They hold return tickets from 
London to Berlin via Paris and Co- 
logne, which is the most direct route 
to get through satisfactorily. Passen- 
gers are now being stopped at the 
German frontier, consequently © the 
party was compelled to return by a 
roundabout route via Belgium and 
Ostend, 

Lord Strathcona’s mission to Berlin 
was a complete success. He was es- 
pecially honored by the kaiser by rea- 
son of the fact that he was chosen as 
spokesman of, all the universities of 
the British empire.

missioner. The incident marks new

TRON ORE IS 
OF HIGH GRADE 


IM PORTANT INDUSTRY 


IS PROMISED 


A VERY 


Recent Tests Made by a Well Known 
Minerologist of Iron Ore Discovered 
Within One Hundred Miles of Cal- 
gary Are Highly Satisfactory—Ore 
Grades 45 per cent. |ron—Company 
Will Establish Steel Plant. 


Calgary.—The possibility that Cal- 


gary may yet become one of the 
world’s greatest steel and iron manu- 
facturing centres was demonstrated 


to President Georgeson, of the board 
of trade, and other re prese ntative citi- 
zens and to iembers of the press, 
when A. E, Sjosfedt, of Sault Ste 
Marie, minerologist of world-wide 
fame, conducted a series of laboratory 
tests on ore said to have been collect- 
ed within 100 miles of Calgary, in 
ideal surroundings to permit its de- 
velopment commercially, and pro- 
nounced the ore to be 45 per cent. 
and 45.2 per cent iron, on two tests. 
The chemist stated that on previous 
tests he had succeeded in proving the 
iron ore to average between 45 and 50 
per cent. pure. 

The mineral ore on which the tests 
were made were declared by Dr. Ings, 
at whose place the tests were made. 
They are said to have been taken at 
random from various places in an area 
of 20,000 acres, comprising iron de- 
posits almost unlimited and within 
easy access and surrounded by moun- 
tains of limestone and coal, both very 
necessary in the smelting of iron. 
Further, the ore, he declared, was but 
surface ore, which is generally poorer 
than the sub-deposits, and therefore 
greater results are looked for in sub- 
sequent tests of ore from deeper down, 

‘The chemist who is making the tests 
is of long experience in the iron busi- 
and declares that he is of the 
firm opinion that the iron pigs could 
be manufactured from the ion near 
Calgary at not more than $12 per ton, 
and that at the very outside pigs could 
be unloaded in Calgary at $16 per ton, 
This would enable the steel and iron 
industries here to compete with any 
others throughout the country with 
some to spere.

which proposes to develop the steel 
and coal industries here has been as- 
sured of almost unlimited financial 


backing and wi'l probably expend up- 


wards of $5,000,000 n establishing a 
plant. 
STRIKERS NUMBER 100,000 MEN 


The Government Believes That It is 
Getting the Better of it

Paris. —The arrest of some of the 
most prominent strike leaders and the 


failure of a large majority of tae em- 
ployees of the Eastern raiiway, the 
Paris, Lyons and Medit r.anean and 


the Paris-Orleans roads to respond to 
strike order have had toe effect of 
dampening the spirits of the strikers, 
who now number about one hundred 
thousand men, and cof encouraging the 
government te continue its repressive 
meusures with a firm hand, 

Many 6f those who have beer called 
to the colors have roepondei, but as 
yet they have not been crsered to 
service on the railways. 

The subway employees, who voted 
to strike, have returned t> their posts, 
thereby averting a serious position. 

The strike declared by tie electric. 
ians is partielly effective. About half 
the city of Paris, including sections of 


the boulevards, are without electric 
light, and many electric cars have 
been stranded for lack of power. Ow- 


ing to the energies of the premier and 
the minister of public work-, it has 
been possible to maintain communica. 
tion with the points from which food 
supples are brought into the eity, and 


these communications will be kept 
open at any cost. Paris, therefore, is 
‘no longer in any danger of starva-

Some Person Got in First on the Big 
Water Power and City Must 
Make a Fight 
Edmonton, Alta.—It appears 
the city of Edmonton will not be per- 
mitted to acquire the right to harness 
the Bailer Rapids on the Athabasca 
river without a fight. 
The city’s representative, John §&. 
Fielding, who was sent north a short 


time ago, to investigate the power 
possibilities, finds that he has been 
forestalled. According to a letter 


sent to the city commissioners, when 
he got to the rapids he found this no- 
tice nailed to a stake, staring him in 
the face: ‘Post number one, being the 
first survey for the purpose of obtain- 
ing water rights in the Athabasca 
river, at Grand Rapi: Is, taking in and 
including all necessary lands and all 
water passing thereover. Dated Sept. 
19, 1910." Signed by A. Violette, per 
M. W. Harris, witness, F. Violette.

A Million Horse-Power is Going to 


Waste on the Rivers Running 
Close to Proposed Line 

Norway House, Sask.—William Og- 
ilvie, explorer and engineer, declares 
than an enormous amount cf water 
power is being wasted on the Suskat- 
chewan and Nefson rivers within a 
hundred mile radius of the line of the 
Hutson Buy railway. If tois were 
propeily harnessed and transmitted 
more than enough to operate a road 
twice as long as that railway, could 
easily be secured. This conclusion is

Exporters Should Wake Up As To 
{ These Possibilities—Situation 

i is Opportune 
Montreal.—A letter urging that Ca- 
tnadian grain exporters wake up to the 
possibilities of France as a market 
for Canadian wheat was posted on the 
Board of Trade recently, but it did 
not arouse any great enthusiasm in 
the breasts of the exporters who 
studied it. 

The letter said among other things: 
“The estimates of the crop of 1910, 
made by the Millers’ Association, the 
special papcrs and the Department of 
Agriculture here, agree on a big short- 
age, which may be figured at an aver- 
age of about twenty millions of metric 


quintals, and which’ will necessitate 
imports into France of say seventy- 
five million bushels, in gross figures, 


of wheat alone, before the end of 
jSeptember, 1911. In commercial 
circles they rely upon Canadian ex- 


ports to face the said shortage. 

“The situation is a splendid oppor- 
tunity for Canadian grain exporters 
to realize the large occasional and 
even the limited steady possibilities 
afforded by the French market for 
Canadian wheat and grain in gen- 
eral.”
